Reds Balk Furious 
Charge at Stalingrad 


MOSCOW, Monday, Nov. 16.—(#)—-Fighting in a bitter cold wind 
which swept across the Volga, the Germans for the fourth successive 
day attacked a Stalingrad factory area yesterday and lost 400 men 
without the slightest gain. the Soviet midnight communique said today. 

They previously had lost several ¢ - 
thousand men in fierce hand-to- 
-hand fighting in this area without 
making an important advance. 
| The Russians, on the other hand, 
‘dislodged the Germans from a 
\fortified position south of Stalin- 
grad and entrenched themselves 
there after killing 120 enemy men. 


Reds Advance in Caucasus. 

The Red army also continued to 
‘advance on the Nalchik plains at 
‘the foot of the central Caucasus 
mountains where the Russians ap- 
| peared to be holding the initiative. 
|The Germans counterattacked with 
‘infantry, supported by 40 tanks, 
‘but were repulsed, the commu- 
‘nique said. 
| “About two companies of enemy 
‘infantry were wiped out and 20 
German tanks disabled or dam- 
'aged,” the communique added. 
' On the Black Sea front, north- 
east of Taupse, the Russians again 
held firm against German attacks, | 
killing about 150 men during the 
day.

United States soldiers clashed with German troops in 
their first regular engagement of World War II yesterday 
as the veteran British First Army and its smaller companion 
American force ran headlong into Axis soldiers defending 
the vital naval base of Bizerte in Tunisia. 


The Allied-controlled Morocco?— 
radio announced at 9 p. 


m. (3 
p. m. E. W. T.) that contact had 
been established between the Al- 
lied striking force and the Ger- 
mans. This was confirmed lat-r 
by the German wireless, which 
broadcast frequent bulletins. 

The Morocco radio also esti- 
mated that the Axis already had 
landed 10,000 German and Italian 
troops in Tunisia, and said the 
enemy forces were reported arriv- 
ing in transport planes and by sea. 

United States Rangers in small

Methodist laymen to an unusual 
degree are expected to take part 
in the deliberations of the North 
Georgia annual conference during 
the session this week at Wesley 
Memorial church, beginning at 4 
o'clock Thursday afternoon. This 
is indicated in the election of the 


largest number of lay delegates 
ever to attend an annual .session, | 
end the increasing amount of| 
work assigned to laymen. 


Three hundred and thirty-three | 


lavmen and laywomen have been 
selected throughout the conference 
territory to represent the various 
churches.

today. 

The Tass dispatch quoted a Ger- 
man broadcaster as warning his 
people drastic measures would be 
taken to suppress the “stupid lib- 


erty” hitherto allowed for expres-| 


sions of discontent. 
At the same time a Geneva cis- 


patch to Tass quoted recent arriv-| 


als from Rome as repeating ex- 


pressions of grave concern by of- | 
ficers high in Italian military cir-| 


cles over the fact that the bulk 
of Italy’s military forces were out- 
side the Italian peninsula—at Ger- 
man demand. 


The Stockholm dispatch regard- | 


ing the German rumor wave <t 
tributed to the same 
broadcaster the assertion that the 
outcrop of “grumbling” was the 
result of the infiltration of foreign 
radio reports saying the war's 
turning point had been reached. 

Various sections of the German 
public are discussing the inevita- 
bility of a Second Front in Eu- 
rope, the dispatch continued, and 
many recent convictions for ru- 
mor-mongering have involved this 
topic. 

General Vittorio Ambrosio, re- 
centiy dismissed as chief of staff 
of Italian land troops, was report- 


ed in the Geneva dispatch as hav- |

“In the present very intricate 
situation, fraught with surprises, 
Italy more than ever needs her 
own Army to defend Italian fron- 
tiers from any enemy.”

The United States Treasury Department, 


beginning today, will conduct an intensified 
six-week campaign with the object of increas- 
ing participation of wage earners in the pay 
roll savings plan of war bond purchases. 

At present, 21,000,000 workers in the United 
States have instructed their employers to 
deduct a given percentage from each pay 
envelope or salary check and to invest it in 
war stamps or war bonds. Of the gross national 
pay roll, eight per cent is now going into war 
bonds by this means. 

The object of the new six-week campaign 
is to raise the number of participants in this 
plan from 21,000,000 to 30,000,000 and to in- 
crease the percentage of gross pay roll from 
8 to 10 per cent. The slogan of the campaign 
is “Top that 10 per cent by New Year's,” 

Undoubtedly, this pay roll deduction plan 
is the simplest and easiest way, for most of us, 
to do our part in the financing of the war by 
lending our surplus cash to the government, 


It is a direct and important part of the war ° 


effort, that every American should join. 

A recent Gallup survey shows that four out 
of every five adults in the nation have bought 
either war bonds or stamps. This is not enough. 
The lagging fifth must be brought in. And too 
many of those who have bought some have 
not bought their proper share, 

Just how many hundreds of thousands of 
Allied troops are now in Africa is not known, 
publicly. We do know, however, that the Ameri- 
can expeditionary force to that continent 
carried with it a heavier weight of war equip- 
ment, per man, than any force in all history. 

It was largely the money provided through 
sale of war bonds to you, and you, and you, 
that made that equipment possible. And, so 
long as the war shall last, more and more will 
be needed.

What Next in Medicine? 

What will the doctors be doing next? They 
have taken out stomachs, patched-up wounded 
hearts, deflated infected lungs and grafted on 
new thumbs. They have dispensed with “indis- 
pensable” organs, changed the disposition, re- 
built the profile and removed the crevices of 
time from the face, 

Now, they are taking blood out of the veins, 
giving it an “airing” and putting it back again 
—and the man with asthma, or the woman, is 
able to breathe and enjoy life once more. 


Dr. George Miley, of Philadelphia, experi- 
menting with ultraviolet blood irradiation, 
first conceived by Emmet K. Knott, an Ameri- 
can physicist, found the rays destroyed septi- 
cemic bacteria in the blood stream; n6t only 
killed the bacteria, but increased the oxygen 
content of the blood, the very condition desired 
for the relief of asthma. 


The new treatment calls for the exposure of 
a small quantity of the patient’s blood to irra- 
diation for a few seconds, whereupon it is 
returned to the veins. The treatments are 
repeated every four to six weeks until a. Satis- 
factory improvement is noted. Treatments then 
may be given only three to four times a year. 


Most of Dr. Miley’s patients have shown “a 
very definite improvement.” No harmful effects 
have been noted. “All patients who have been 
under treatment for one year or more have 
been enabled to lead apparently normal, useful 
lives again with little or no discomfort.” Some 
of them were afflicted with the disease for as 
long as twenty-five years and had given up 
hope of anything more than temporary relief. 

It is doubtful if any disease causes more 
prolonged, never-ending misery than asthma, 
Ii the doctor has effected a cure for it, he has 
rendered a great service to his fellowman,

THE WORLD TODAY 


By COLONEL FREDERICK PALMER. 
ALLIED ADVANTAGE For the Allies the strategic situation 


in the Mediterranean basin is as sim- 
ple as it is confusing for the Axis. The Allies have the advantage 
of the upper hand as they forge on with their offensive. 

In the regrouping of the Axis forces, the quick major decision 
which Hitler had to make was either to withdraw from, or to do 
or die to hold, the portion of North Africa immediately opposite 
Italy. Withdrawal would mean the loss of one side of the “death 
alley” for Allied convoys through the Mediterranean. 

The key point of Axis Africa defense is Tunisia with its great 
port of Bizerte. It is here that Hitler needs the three armored divi- 
sions which he drove through unoccupied France. He had to make 
sure of the French Mediterranean shore, lest it might be the next 
objective of the A. E. F. after the winning of Algeria and French 
Morocco. 

Naturally he did not want to bypass the great French Mediterra- 
nean base at Toulon? It would be most useful as a base for German 
submarines and Italian war and merchant ships. There is an ad- 
joining airfield. 


COVETOUS EYES Hitler wa’ bound to have more covetous 


eyes on the French fleet than the base. It 
would be most valuable in harassing Allied convoys and their naval 
escorts in the western Mediterranean. But he had to make a virtue 
of necessity, although this left an opening for the French fleet to 
join the Allies. 

In the handwriting on the wall for him, the boasted master 
Fuehrer of thorough preparation, co-ordination, timing and surprise 
attack, we have written the prologue, our answer in kind. 

As a diplomat and propagandist to match his Ribbentrops and 
Goebbels, and as a drillmaster to match his drillmasters, we sent 
Major General Mark W. Clark, deputy commander of the A. E. F. 
under Lieutenant General Dwight D. Eisenhower, who made the 
trip by submarine to Algeria to confer with General Henri Geraud. 

Clark was only a major when we began to expand our army 
with the rise of the Nazi threat. We did not wait until we were in 
the war for promotion by selection, 


RESPONSIBLE TASK He became chief of staff to Lieutenant 


General Lesley J. McNair in the train- 
ing of all our rapidly forming divisions. I lived with him and went 
about with him in the Carolina maneuvers. He was a soldier after 
my own heart. 1 understand why, the the then youngest brigadier 
general in the Army, he had been chosen for this immensely re- 
sponsible task. I shall have more to say about him. Later he was 
sent as commander of the ground forces of the A. E. F. under Lieu- 
tenant General Dwight D. Eisenhower. Now after the part he 
played with Geraud and with Admiral Jean Darlan this son of the 
democracy has seen the end of resistance in French North Africa 
within a week after our landing, and the third star of a lieutenant 
general on his shoulder. All this great area with its ports and air 
fields is at our service under a United States general as supreme 
commander. 

And how about Axis unity these days? We know that all sum- 
mer Hitler appealed in vain for Japan to come to his aid in Russia 
by attacking Siberia. Now he has to go to the aid of Mussolini in 
trying to save for Italy the remains of her African empire. 

Also he has to keep Italy in the war which can be done only 
by Germans doing most of the future fighting in Libya. Mussolini 
can play the card that he has only to say the word and Italy will 
quit. To propitiate him, Hitler allows the Italians to share in the 
occupation of the French Riviera and the island of Corsica. 


WORST EXPERIENCE But this only diverts forces for 


defense garrisoning which Marshal 
Rommel would welcome to meet the advancing Anglo-American 
army from the west under Lieutenant General Kenneth A, N.: An- 
derson and the British Eighth Army from the east. 

Rommel is in for his worst experience yet in command of an 
army overseas from its bases. Troops, if they can be flown past 
fighter attack, can reach him by plane. So can machineguns, field 
guns and light tanks. But large guns and tanks and heavy ma- 
teriel in general must go by ships which run the gamut of air 
and naval eoncentrations based on the newly won Allied ports and 
airfields as well as the old. 

At the last account Rommel still has about 400 miles of coast 
from the rear guard of his battered army to Bizerte in Tunisia. 

There is a convincing ring to the report from Moscow that Ger- 
man air activity has suddenly slumped on the Russian front, when 
you consider that Hitler must rush his air squadrons to keep a pas- 
sage clear for shipping to Rommel. 

Meanwhile, since we are established in French Africa, tanks, 
trucks, or guns do not have to go all the long way around the Cape 
of Good Hope to the Allies in their North African campaign, but

He never seemed to need sleep 
or rest. He was always the life of the party, always the last man 
to quit the fun.

GRIM STORY It was a grim story. They got on the rafts. 
They had rain. And not much food. One man 
died. They slid him into the sea with a prayer. 

The rafts drifted. Now and then they saw one another. 

They endured periods of thirst and always hunger. 

The days pass slowly. So do the nights. They were cramped. 
It was not possible to stand up and stretch. It was not possible 
to lie down and stretch. There wasn’t room. 

I know how Eddie took it. He sat quietly and conserved his 
strength. He kept telling them that help would arrive. He would 
never have doubted that help would arrive. 

That it did arrive is a great tribute to the Navy and its search. 
It is an almost impossible task to search out a sea. The Pacific is 
a vast ocean into which the Atlantic could be tossed and all but lost. 

I recall hearing a ship’s captain talk once of the difficulty of 
finding a raider at sea. He was on duty in the Atlantic. He was 
speaking in a tremendous ballroom. He said that if one put down 
a sheet of note paper on the floor of the ballroom it would indi- 
cate something of the task of finding an enemy ship at sea. 

When one remembers that what they were seeking were small, 
rubber rafts, it becomes even more of a miracle they were found, 
On might come within half a mile of one and not see it.

Bad Judgment Brought Him 


Ruin in Russia 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Morgan bought control of a leather business some years ago 
and placed in charge of it a young executive who had shown 
unusual ability in another field. He knew nothing about leather, 
but he did know how to be an executive and he succeeded from 
the first. 

We have been urged to stop all criticism and “leave the manage- 
ment of the war to experts’—that is, to keep still and trust our 
lives to the infallibility of military men. : 

It is asking too much of free people—especially in view of the 
fact that the blunders of experts have brought us so many defeats 
‘and losses. 

It is wise to respect and trust experts in matters which they 
alone have the skill to handle, but they should not have the sole 
responsibility of deciding fateful questions that any intelligent 
citizen could decide as wisely. You trust an expert mechanic to 
fix your car, but you do not trust him to decide which kind you 
shall buy. 

Modern war requires experts. No amateur can assemble, repair 
and operate a machinegun, or operate a field battery, or fly a 
combat plane. Every man on a bomber is an expert, and so is 
every man in the Navy.- It takes Jong and intense training to 
qualify these men for their jobs. 

The men higher up must be even more expert. No amateur 
could move a division of men from one point to another. It takes 
skill, training, executive ability and endless attention to detail to 
get the men to their destination on time, with all their fighting 
equipment and the necessary food, motor fuel and water. 

The mechanics of war require experts. They alone know the 
job. And those who plan the strategy must be trained experts or 
born geniuses, for if we are outsmarted we are lost. 

But there are broad questions of policy which one intelligent 
person can decide as well as another. Should we use most of our 
energies against Germany or against Japan? Should we use up 
our resources to capture Pacific islands, or employ the same forces 
to deliver weapons to the Chinese? Should we try to fight two 
wars or treat the whole conflict as one? Should we divide command 
in the Pacific, as elsewhere, and also trust the Army and Navy to 
co-operate, or give one man or board complete control of al!? 
Should we draft only soldiers, or require all citizens to serve where 
needed? Should we have a dozen commissions to manage our 
civilian war effort, or empower one board to organize everything? 

The answer to such questions as these requires intelligence— 
not special training or. political experience. And the people should 
have their say, for their fate depends upon the answers.

His interests extended to re- 
ligion and education. He was a 
member of the ¢Gommittee which 
erected in 1898 the building which 
houses the main church auditorium 
of the First Methodist church.

He had been a member of the 
board of trustees of LaGrange 
College since 1895, his interest in 
the college being expressed in nu- 
merous benefactions.

ALGIERS, Algeria, Nov. 
(Delayed)—(#)—A demonstration 
reaching riotous proportions re- 
sulted in the streets of Algiers to- 
day when 96 Italian officers, in- 
cluding two divisional generals, 
and 104 men of the Italian armi- 
stice commission, were taken away 
as war prisoners.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(4)— 
A bilanket of official § silence 
clothed the whereabouts tonight of 
Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, who 


was rescued by a naval flying boat | 


after three perilous weeks adrift 
in the broad Pacific in a small 
rubber raft. 

The rescue of America’s daunt- 
less World War ace was an- 
nounced yesterday by the Navy 
and climaxed an _ uninterrupted 
search by the Army and Navy in 
which hopes frequently waned but 
were never abandoned 

The Navy said today that no fur- 
ther details of the rescue were ex- 
pected to be made available here, 
but that the story of Rickenback- 
ers adventure would be left for 
the 52-year-old flyer to tell when 
he reached Hawaii or the main- 
land. The War Department like- 
wise reported no further details 
available 

At Naval Base. 

Army authorities at Honolulu 
said Rickenbacker and his com- 
panions on the raft, Colonel Hans 
C. Adamson and Private John F. 
Bartek. were safe at a south Pa- 
cific naval base 

The rescue of Rickenbacker and 
his two companions accounted for 
all seven of the airmen who, with 
the fiving ace. were forced down 
by an empty gas tank on Octo- 
ber 21. 

A fourth man on the raft with 
Rickenbacker—Sergeant Alexan- 
der Kaczmarczyk—<died and was 
buried at sea by his companions. 

Three other members of the 
perty—Lieutenant James C. Whit- 
aker, Lieutenant John L.

A tour of the Casablanca harbor 
showed that the three-day bom- 
bardment of the port by United 
States Navy planes and light and 
heavy fleet units wrought fearful 
havoc to the outgunned French 
Navy. 

It mey be said to the glory of 
the French sailors, however, that 
the three great 15-inch forward 
guns of the~Jean Bart, the only 
heavy battery of the immobilized 
and uncompleted battleship to 
function, still pointed toward the 
‘sea when battle orders ceased. 

- The aft starboard section of the 

giant yellow-topped battlewagon 

‘had been blown into a mass of 
‘twisted wreckage. Her great steel 

‘deck plates were buckled like 
‘cardboard and severed steel cbm- 
‘munications cables trailed like 
vines in the water eddying into 
‘her shattered side. 

| Great Hole. 

Beginning 50 feet from the star- 
board bow another great hole 75 
feet long extended clear through 
the snip, which had been struck 
10 times by 16-inch American na- 
val shells and aerial torpedoes. 

A sailor, helping to clear the 
wreckage of the Jean Bart, said 
the greatest damage was suffered 
when 24 U. S. Navy planes dive- 
bombed her Tuesday in a contin- 
uous attack. 

Twenty sailors manning the an- 
tiaircraft guns on the Jean Bart 
were killed during the dive-bomb- 
ing, he added, saying these were 
practically the only casualties 
among the ship’s personnel which 
otherwise was well protected by 
steel chambers in the central struc- 
ture of the ship. 

Rear Admiral H. K. Hewitt, 
commander of the amphibious 
forces of the Atlantic fleet, de 
scribed the American Navy’s ac- 
tion as completely successful and 
praised the bravery and skill of 
the French against a superior 
force. They made very effective 
use of smokescreens in making 
daylight escapes, he said in an in- 
terview 

Too Close. 

Hewitt said the Jean Bart, which 
reopened fire several times in the 
long battle after she had been 
thought silenced, at one point shot 
entirely too close for comfort. Our 
ship was forced to zigzag to safety. 

The Jean Bart dropped 15-inch 
shells all around us and got near 
misses. In fact, I got splashed 
when a shell landed in the water 
alongside the bridge while I was 
watching our shellfire. We all 
were drenched when the shell shot 
up a column of water high into 
the air. 

Hewitt said orders were about 
to be given to renew the assault 
on Casablanca when he received 
word the armistice had been ac- 
cepted. 

Although several warehouses 
and sheds were blasted by the 
heavy fire and shell holes pitted 
the piers, the main facilities of 
the port were left in working or- 
der. 

Most of the giant loading cranes 
appeared to be untouched but pav- 
ing blocks blown bodily from the 
streets littered the scene. Four 
merchant vessels docked within 
|159 yards of the Jean Bart bore 
no signs of damage. 

_ Other passenger and cargo ships 
anchored in the harbor, however, 
had been shelled. 

A barefoot French sailor bor- 
rowed a cigaret and said philo- 
'sophically “We have lost every- 
thing we had on the ship, but it 
is better this way. The war will 
be over sooner. We have all suf- 
fered much, but things will be bet- 
ter now that the Americans are 
here.”
